: Washington — The CIA has concluded 
that “there is considerable evidence that the 
Soviets intend a permanent militarj- preswKc” in 
Afghanistan similar- to the 35yearoid occupation 
of East Germany and are using the war to test 
untried weapons “in a combat environroent'’ 
“Many of these items of equipmenC the 
secret study concludes, “are not actually newly 
introduced but this is the first tinie thi^ have 
been evaluated under combat conditions.” 0 
A copy of the report was made availabie to 
The Examiner 

The weapons include new t^pes of armored 
personiid carriers, multiple rocket laundier-sys* - 
terns, automatic mortars, flxed-wing and heheop- 
ter aircraft, armored minelaying vehicles, auto-
